Corfu. Greece, June 30.—The “Cor­ 
fiotes,” as the Greeks call the inhabi­ 
tants of the Island of Corfu, are out 
to 
make 
their 
fortunes during the 
brief sojourn of the 150,060 Serbs and 
some 50,000 French, British, Italians 
and Greeks, strangers to the island 
The Corfiotes are of Venetian blood 
descendants of a long line of pirates 
and corsairs—and possessed of a ro­ 
manticism which enables 
them 
in­ 
stead merely of doubling their prices, 
to put them up ten times—and smile 
blandly about it. 
The Serbs came 
out 
of 
Albania 
with ragged uniforms and blankets. 
They had to buy everything anew', 
md the Corfiote was there to furnish 
it. 
The Serbs are well paid (out of 
the coffers of the Entente) and it is 
impossible for them lo send money 
home to their families even if they 
want to. 
Consequently, the Corfiote 
asks whatever price he likes and tho 
Se.b, having nothing else to do with 
the money, generally pays it. 
The readiest get-rich-quick corpora- 
ions in Corfu, however, wore specu- 
’ative, 
not 
commercial. 
When *he 
Serbs arrived on the island, a beaten 
army without a country, what they 
brought with them in the shape oi 
noney was largely Serbian paper cur 
ency. The Corfiotes generally would 
jot accept it, but a few wise heads 
lad the real instinct of their trading 
inceptors and bought tho Serbian pa­ 
ler in at 37 centimes the dinar, a de­ 
lectation of 63 per cent. 
When the allies decided to guarantee 
he reconquest of Serbia and the re­ 
fitting of the Serbian army began in 
earnest, there was a boom in Serbian 
iaper. 
Instead of 37 
centimes 
the 
linar, it brought 90 and finally, for 
ill practical purposes, par. 
In a few 
veeks those who had bought at 37 
lad almost doubled their capital.

in 1905 there were 104 deaths in the 
United States from Fourth of Ju ly ie 
tanus, this figure representing about 
the average annual mortality. 
In 1914, as a result of the institu 
lion of better prophylactic treatment 
by physicians and the widespread agi 
tation for a safe and sane Fourth, tin 
number was reduced to three. 
A veal 
ago the United States public health 
service expected and predicted that 
every youngster in the United States 
would be safe from this disease, bas 
ing its estimate on what had a I read} 
been accomplished. 
When the returns came in it wa. 
found that a boy down in Maine had 
been injured, developed tetanus ant 
died. 
That single fatality was onl 
one among several hundred thousaiu 
occurring in the United States durin;

Memorial to Character and Achieve 
ment of Andrew Jackson— Road 
Born In Sunny South. 


(By p. L. 
ATHERTON, 
President 
of 
Jackson Highway Association.) 
The idea of a great North and South 
highway, as a memorial to the charac­ 
ter and achievement of Andrew7 Jack­ 
son was first conceived about 1916 by 
the Daughters of 1812, an organiza­ 
tion of patriotic renresentative south­ 
ern women. 
As first outlined, the scheme w*as to 
perfect a highway leading from Chi­ 
cago to New Orleans. 
More or less 
missionary work was done along the 
proposed line of the road by the Jack­ 
son highway committee of the Daugh­ 
ters of 1812, of w'hich committee Miss 
Alma Rittenberry of Birmingham, Ala., 
was chairman, but no definite form 
was given to the organization until in 
July, 1915, at a meeting in Birming­ 
ham, Ala. 
At this meeting a temporary organi­ 
zation was formed, consisting of men 
interested in good roads from Indiana, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mis­ 
sissippi and Louisiana. It w*as further 
determined at this meeting that the 
Jackson highway should run from Chi­ 
cago on the northwest to Louisville, 
Ky., and from Niagara Falls on the 
northeast to the same point, the twTo 
divisions here joining and continuing 
southward through Nashville to New 
Orleans. 
A few weeks later the Jackson High­ 
way association convention, for the 
purpose of forming a permanent or­ 
ganization and of formally launching 
the whole movement, w'as held in 
Nashville, Term. 
The permanent or­ 
ganization was effected at this conven­ 
tion. 
In the rapid development of the 
good roads movement In the last five 
years various local road organizations 
have been formed in the states through 
which the Jackson highway runs, and 
a great deal of valuable work done 
in improving roads controlled by these 
organizations. 
The Jackson highway 
completed, will he largely the welding 
together of road systems developed by 
these smaller associations, making a 
continuous north and south highway 
between Chicago on the northwest, 
Buffalo on the northeast, and New Or­ 
leans en the south. 
At the present time about nine- 
tenths of the road in Indiana and Ken­ 
tucky is in very good condition; in 
Tennessee about three-fourths of the 
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Jackson Highway.

half of tho total distance is now in 
good order, and both states are rapid­ 
ly building the unimproved sections of 
their road and improving the condi­ 
tions of such portions of the read as 
are partially constructed.

Body Needs Minerals. 
Vegetables are much like fruits in 
composition, being richest in carbohy­ 
drates and mineral matter. 
Some of 
them contain a large amount of pro 
tein. 
The carbohydrates are in dif­ 
ferent forms, as starch in potatoes 
and old corn and sugar in young corn 
and beets. 
Beans are richer in pro­ 
tein than other vegetables. 
Celery 
has a high percentage of water, and 
is valuable for its ash. 
Unfortunately 
the common method of preparing veg 
etables is a very wasteful cue. 
The 
most valuable part of a potato is very 
close to the skin, yet this is usually 
peeled off, and, of course, thrown 
away. 
Likewise, spinach is similarly 
abused. 
It is often plunged into a 
quantity of water, which releases the 
valuable salts of the vegetable, and 
these finally find their way down the 
sink pipe. 
Spinach needs no added 
w ater in cooking. 
It will cook per­ 
fectly in its own juice, with very lit­ 
tle loss of valuable substance. 
Some 
dietitians claim that any vegetable 
usually peeled should be washed and 
scrubbed only, if one would get the 
full value.

Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Bene­ 
fit of the Sedalia Demo­ 
crat Readers. 


The Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe 
railway system has decided upon a 
plan of death benefits for the bene­ 
ficiaries of all employes in the ser­ 
vice two or more years, it was an­ 
nounced Thursday by E. P. Ripley, 
president. 
Beginning July I, tile company will 
pay to the beneficiary of every em ­ 
ploye dying in its service a sum equal 
to 5 per cent of his last twelve m onths’ 
salary, multiplied by the num ber of 
years bf continuous service, with a 
minimum paym ent of $250 and a max­ 
imum paym ent of one y ear’s salary, 
but not exceeding $3,000. 
The president stated th at the plan 
would be tried out for two years, but 
expressed hope that conditions may 
enable the company to continue it in 
effect for the future. 
“It is practically impossible to fore­
